Keeps DHIA Records 


Before, dairying was only a sideline, 
so Hirsch did not keep official DHIA 
records. However he has kept accurate 
records of feed costs and total milk sales 
over a 20-year period. In the past, his 
production per cow has averaged 13,000 
Ibs. of milk with a 3.75 butterfat test 
over a 305 day period. At $4.00 per hun- 
dred, the price he receives for his milk, 
this amounts to a gross income of $520 
per cow. Feed costs over this period 
amount to $254 per cow. Thus, his feed 
return above costs is $266 per cow. 


Milking time is at 5 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m. It takes about 20 minutes for each 
shift of 8 cows when 4 milk units are 
used, or 80 minutes for a herd of 32 
cows. This includes grain feeding time,

Charollaise 


C nar JLLAISE cattle, for 
the benefit of your readers who are not 
familiar with them, are of French origin, 
tracing back to the late 16th and early 
17th centuries. The herd book was not 
established for public recordation un- 
til 1887 at Nemours, France

ope horses became very valuable for 
the armies People he gan to use their

It had to be 
broad, full muscled and well developed 
with muscles reaching down to the 
hock joint, such as we see to some de 
gree in our present day Quarter horses 


All of these plus fleshing ability 


and fast growth in the calves were of 


prime importance in the early breed 
ing of these cattle. Some of the bone 
size and leg length have been elim 
inated in recent years but the Char 
ollaise still shows all of these original 
characteristics. In motion or stride the 
hind feet over-step the tracks left by 
the front feet. Even the large heavy 
fleshed animals are agile and will run 
and play like calves when given their 


freedom. 


CHARBRAY ARE CROSSED 


Charbray cattle are a cross between 
the Charollaise and the Brahman— 
“Charbray.” This process began almost 


at the start of the Charoilaise entry into 


the States. Almost every rancher in 
South Texas had some Brahman cattle 
in his herd. As there were no Charol- 


laise cows to speak of, the Charollaise

bulls were used on the best of the cows. 
Most of the Brahman humps disappeared 
in the first cross and most of the nervous 


nature is taken out also, which naturally 
is the one-half breed. The second cross 
which produces the 3/4 calf (3/4 Char 
ollaise x 1/4 Brahman) is the first ani- 
mal out of this mating that is recognized 
by our American Charbray Breeders As 
sociation as a Charbray animal. These 
3/4ths cattle naturally take on more 
of the Charollaise characteristics. 

Now the third cross which pro- 
duces the 7/8 calf (7/8 Charollaise x 
1/8 Brahman) is the last animal out 
of this mating that is recognized or 
registered in our Association as a Char- 
bray animal. In other words, every ant 
mal of Charollaise and Brahman breed- 
ing, that start with a recognized Char 
ollaise bull and a registered Brahman 
cow that has reached a percentage point 
in between 4/4ths and 7/8ths are also 
registered as Charbray cattle, such as 
25/32nds Charollaise, 13/16ths Charol 
laise and 27/42nds Charollaise. We have 
the 14/16ths Charollaise—3/16ths Brah- 
man spotted as the ideal percentage. 

The Registry for Charbrays was 
started in May of 1945. A large per- 
centage of the Charollaise breeders are 
also members of the Charbray Associa- 
tion and have Charbray cattle, but due 
to the high dollar mark placed on the 
higher percentage of Charollaise blood, 
many of the breeders have used the 
Charbray only as an appendix in the 
climb up the ladder to the 31/32ths or 
pure-blood Charollaise catthe—that is, 
continually using the fullblood Char- 
ollaise bulls on all Charbray cows, nev- 
er breeding Charbray to Charbray. 

Born a light tan, the Charbray 
usually bleaches out to a cream white in 
a few weeks. In Louisiana State Univer- 
sity tests, 6 Charbray calves averaged 
486 libs. at weaning age, heavier than 
any of the other 23 breeds and crosses 
tested. The Charollaise-Brangus cross 
placed second with a 462-lb. wean- 
ing weight average.

You American stock-keep- 
ers are far out in front in producing 
the world’s red meat. Last year your 
contribution was 28 billion pounds, 31% 
of the world’s total, and over 5 times 
as much as the second largest producer. 


Steers and heifers of Choice 
and Prime grades may flounder a little 
in the next few weeks, but should work 
moderately higher by early fall. Good 
and Standard grades probably will be 
steady to slightly higher up to mid 
summer, when fat Southwestern grass 
ers come. Low grades probably rounded 
the peak in May and will soon start a 
seasonal decline to a fall low point. Fed 
cattle during the 2nd half of the year 
will be more plentiful than in 1956, 
but more evenly distributed. So prices 
should follow a much more level course 
than last year’s $6-8 rise on upper 
grades from May to September followed 
by a $5 drop by December. Suill they 
should average about as high as in 1956 


Stocker and feeder cattle 
probably will work somewhat lower 
during the summer. “Grass fever” has 
been running high since the southwest 
drouth broke. Restocking has taken the 
place of distress selling, and at prices 
$4 a cwe. higher than a year previous, 
a rise that looks out of line with pros 
pective prices for either fed or grass cat 
tle next fall But the “fever” will be 
over soon and prices will come down 
several notches, though still higher than 
in 1956. A little contracting for fall

Hog prices are due to round a 
cyclical as well as a yearly peak in the 
next month or 6 weeks. They will then 
start a seasonal decline to a late tall or 
early winter low. Drop may reach $4-5 
a cwt. Market supplies will diminish 
until midsummer. Holding back sows 
and gilts will keep arrivals below last 
year’s. Weights will average higher 

Hog producers are gradually build 
ing up breeding herds in response to 
profitable prices. Sales of sows are run 
ning 2007 less than a year ago Sup 
plies will begin to increase by August, 
from marketing of spring pigs. By early 
winter, receipts are likely to be slightly 
larger and prices lower. Hogs will still 
be profitable at that time, although the 
margin will be shrinking 

You'll want to get all the hogs 
you can ready for market in the next 

months, Hold hack on breaks and 
sell when prices bulge a few days. Push 
your later shotes for market as early as 
possible, Breed sows and gilts for late 
fall pigs and head them for next March- 
April market. Be cautious in buying 
feeder pigs in June fim to get them 
ready by August or earlier. Make plans 


to produce at lower cost.

Hauling Shrink 
was markedly reduced by feeding 3 Ibs. 
of dark brown sugar in 5 gallons of 
drinking water 48 hours prior to loading 
market hogs for a 250-mile shipment 
from the Ark. Exp. Station by Marshall 
Hock. Sugar watered hogs lost 7 Ibs. 
head less. Sugar caused them to drink 
more water. Tests indicated sugar gives 
quick energy; water helps prevent shrink. 
Siaughtered shrinkage in the sugar-water 
hogs was only 214%, compared to 414% 
for the others. 


Dehydrated alfalfal meal 
can be used to improve growth rate and 
reproductive efficiency of farm livestock, 
according to Purdue’s Dr. Beeson. In- 
creased use of poor quality roughages 
—corn cobs, corn stalks, corn silage, 
cottonseed hulls and straw—re-empha 
sizes alfalfa meal as a supplement. Beef 
cattle supplements may contain 14% de- 
hydrated alfalfa meal. Fattening rations 
can be improved by feeding from 1 to 
4 Ibs. alfalfa meal per steer daily. Al- 
falfa peliets can be used to supply un 
identified factors and also for carriers 
of antibiotics and hormones.

Effects of 
Antibiotics 


For 5 years now Chas. 
Pfizer & Co. has held an annual con- 
ference at their 700-acre research farm 
near Terre Haute, Ind. Actually, this 
Research Center had its beginning 
when Dr. Herbert Luther began experi- 
ments with pigs in a loft in Brooklyn, 
Pfizer headquarters.
